We left the train at San Bernadino 
and took the trolley for Redlands, 
and truly we were In another world, 
at least of sight and sense, the air 
Was fragrant with perfume of flowers 
and ripening .fruits.

Next morning -we had a drive to 
Smiley Heights. There, one be¬ 
holds a'miracle of beauty, wrought 
out by the Smiley brothers, Quakers 
from our good old State of Maine. 

They found the Heights barren 
and desolate, and by irrigation and 
planting all varieties of trees and 
shrubs, they constructed fine road¬ 
ways and winding avenues. Now 
the whole urea is dotted with palatial 
residences. One of the brother's 
homes was on the sunrise side and 
tiie other commanded the sunset view. 

Only one remains, the one who 
lived and loved the aurora, has gone 
to the other scenes. On one sjde as 
you stand on the Heights, you look 
on the majestic range of the Sierras, 
while on the other you gaze far 
down into the San-Timeto Canon, 
Still in another direction is Seen the 
sloping ? hill, covered with nameless

From Ocean to Ocean. 

(Continued from paee 2 .) 

have canals for streets flooded with 
the waters of the Pacific. This is 
truly a city built upon the sands and 
whether the old prediciton of the 
Hebrew will prove true, only time 
can tell. 

Pasadena, the beautiful, with its 

* 

palms and flowers and picturesque 
drives was indeed an ideal spot. 
The ostrich larm was full of interest. 
The entrance through an avenue of 
palms and floweis, leading to a sales¬ 
room filled with ostrich feathers, in 
a variety of colors, opeped into a 
park with tastefully arranged flower¬ 
beds, soon you come to the tall wire 
pens and corrals, containing all ages 
from the young chicks to the full 
grown ostrich, weighing 300 pounds, 
moving with great d : gnity and ap 
parently conscious of their superiori¬ 
ty among the feathered tribe. Our 
guide told us that they sele ct their 
mates at the age of four years and 
remain faithful till death. During 
the hatching season the male sits m 
the eggs at night and the female, 
cares for them -during the day, 
furnishing an object lesson from 
nature, that even the twentieth cen¬ 
tury society might profit by heeding. 

OFF TO SANTA CRUZ. 

Our journey from Los Angeles to 
Santa Cruz was full of variety, both 
in scenery and crops. We passed 
through a laijge district devoted to 
the raising of sugar beets, with the 
largest factory for their reduction in 
the world; also mileh Of bean fields 
and glimpses of oil wells in the 
Pacific ocean. I hope they are more 
profitable than our Lubec efforts to 
extract gold from the Atlantic. 

We hnjoyed our views of the 
Pacific and witnessed a most glori¬ 
ous sunset, in its warm embrace, fol¬ 
lowed by the gentle music of its 
waves, as they rolled in upon the 
beach from the shores of the Orient. 
Under the influence of its music we 
passed to the land of dreatns to wake 
in Shrita Cruz, with its beautiful 
beaches, inviting us to bathe in 
its waters, without asking, like the 
leper of old, ‘‘Are not the Abana and 
Pharpar, rivqrs of Damascus, better 
than all the waters of Iseral? ’ 

A few days before leaving home, I 
indulged in a parting swim, a week 
later in the Great Salt Lake, and 
how in the Pacific. I, certainly was 
a Baptist by inirnersion, and a Trini¬ 
tarian in the triple baths. The 
Streets of Santa Cruz are sprinkled 
with sea water, pumped into a tank- 
by a Wave motor. The city Water is 


supplied by mountain springs. The 
homes of this city of end'ess sum- 
iper,, with no “last roses,” are beauti¬ 
ful surrounded by vines and flowers. 

It is nut offer that one finds a 
beach with such a wonderful crea-- 
tion, The arched rocks will well 
repay one for his time and effort. 
The ceaseless motion of the waves 
has worn its way under the rocks and 
at times the spray reaches a height of 
sixty feet. The summer home - of 
Phelan, ex-mayor of San Francisco 
is located here, in the center of a 
park with fine, avenues, shaded by 
magnificent eucalyptus and grace¬ 
ful pepper trees and palms. 

From Santa Ciuz, our way lay 
along the Santa Clara valley, 
through the “big fee” section. 
Our stop Was 100 brief to give de¬ 
tails. These red wood giants of 
centuries make a gieat impression 
on one. They simply dwarf all 
others that you have hitherto looked 
upon as mouarchs of,the forest, It 
is gratifying to see so many of them 
vigorous and still growing. The ef¬ 
fort to close them in 'from the pub¬ 
lic with a high board fence is ridicu¬ 
lous. 

VISITED LICK. OBSERVATORY. 

Our view of The L’ck observatory 
on Mt. Hamilton at San Jose was 
gratifying. The grandest monufnent 
and mausoleum that man has ever 
left for the benefit of science. Long 
will the name of James Lick live 
who has furnished the means by 
which worlds are discovered. ’ I 
could not resist the temptation to 
leave the train at Palo Alto and 
spend a few hours’ looking over the 
Stanford University, 

The approach is by a broad ave¬ 
nue lined with palms. The universi¬ 
ty buildings are tlie most beautiful 
group of public buildings in Ameri¬ 
ca, constructed of Santa Clara brown 
sandstone throughout. The massive 
arch in front and the beautiful Me¬ 
morial church with its cathedral-like 
interior, great arches and allegorical 
windows are the most imposing 
features of the group. 

The procession of the saints in 
rich colored mosaics on the front of 
the church presents a scene which 
in contrast with the carving and b.as 
reliefs seen in cathedrals and famous 
buildings of the world, is the differ- 
ence ( between life and death. It seems 
as though the procession had enter¬ 
ed through the avenue of* palms, 
passed the geranium hedge glowing 
with its flame of scarlet blossoms and 
were reappearing on their onward 
and upward march. 

A ride through the immense park 
revealed many objects of interest. 
The mausoleum, where rest the Stan 
ford family, is a beautiful chapel sur¬ 
rounded by massive pillars, to which 
the seniors bring daily offerings of 
flowers. We visited the race course 
and stock farm and found a lot, sur¬ 
rounded by a fine geranium hedge, 
with marble monument and head¬ 
stones, marking the graves of many 
of Stanford’s celebrated horses. I 
noticed one with the inscription: 

Palo Alto—2.08. 

1882—1892. 

The sentiment which prompted 
Stanford to do this appeals to many 
of us who have lost loved and faith¬ 
ful friends among the dumb animals. 
The few hours spent in Palo Alto 
will remain with us as a vision of. 
rare beauty. 

We rejoined our party at St. 
Nicholas Hotel at San Francisco and 
later started with a guide to explore 
the mysteries of Chinatown. After 
passing through the interesting store 
of Sing Fat, we visited the opium 
dens, whete the victims have com¬ 
pletely surrendered to the vice. In 
conversation with one of the men he 
argued that our use. of the ardent 
and the cigarette was fully as harm- 
ful.

The hedge of 
roses and other flowers, as well as 
the rich carvings of Borox Smith’s 
lot. is something to remember.' 

We crossed the bay as the sun 
was lighting with its departing rays 
the opening io the Pacific. It need, 
ed no word of tongue or pen to 
realize we were looking on the 
famous “Golden Gate.” The 
scenic trip to Mount Tamai 
said to be the crookedest road in the 
world, is made of curves and loops

Austria-Hungary Alliance 


Franz Joseph’s Difficult Realm—Conditions as They Are To-Day— 
Revolution of 1848 and Settlement of 1867 . ’ 


“Hungary is the oldest constitutional 
government on the European conti¬ 
nent. In Austria the constitution Is 
the gift of the emperor. Hungary has 
for centuries been liberal, Austria con¬ 
servative. Hungary has led Europe in 
social and religious freedom. Austria 
Is conservative—reactionary,” 

Thus we have a liberal nation in cer¬ 
tain subjection to a very conservative 
one, the latter endeavoring to impress 
upon the former that which spells to 
Jher people retrogression. The Hun¬ 
garians assert that whatever of con¬ 
stitutional rights Austrians enjoy to¬ 
day have come to them through the ef¬ 
forts of Hungary, not from within. It 
has long been understood that Franz 
Joseph’s personal popularity has been 
the slender bond holding the two coun¬ 
tries; and all Europe trembles now 
that the emperor, older and less diplo¬ 
matic, is forgetting tact and toleration 
• In his dealings with the kingdom 
whose crown he wears; “the vast ma¬ 
jority of the Hungarian people have 
Joined the independent party. A real 
concession must be made by the em¬ 
peror, or he will be compelled to gov¬ 
ern the. kingdom by military force. 
The situation speedily would result in 
armed resistance and then nothing 
could avert the cataclysm which Eu¬ 
rope has been dreading as the greatest 
■Of calamities during the last SO years.” 

Hungarians and Austrians are an es¬ 
sentially different people, with oppos¬ 
ing ideals. The Hungarians have a 
passionate love for freedom, and when 
Austria sent over to their country 
German officials to take the place of 
the Magyars (Hungarians), a wild pro¬ 
test was aroused. The German offi-

Kossuth, the man who suggested he 
himself be made king, tfle man that 
died in exile in Italy, refusing the am¬ 
nesty offered after the close of the 
revolution of- 1848 , His son, Francis 
is leader of the independent party of 
Hungary, and has been named a possi¬ 
ble ruler in case of disruption of the 
union with Austria. The father, you 
remember, when he offered to put on 
the crown of St. Stephen, deemed the 
Hapsburgs had forfeited all right to 
the sacred - emblem of kingship. A 
king’s responsibilities he was not called 
upon to assume, but it is not so far out 
of reason to look upon his son as at 
least possible president should “Hun¬ 
gary for the Hungarians” reach the 
extreme of a republic. 

To glance briefly at the revolution 
in which Louis Kossuth played such a 
prominent part, we may call attention 
to the fact that in 1848 there was a 
demand for constitutional rights 
abroad in Europe. The Magyars were 
most insistent for the restoration of a 
strictly constitutional government. 
Franz Joseph tried minor concessions, 
but refused the great one. The Hun-

It was in 1687 that Hungary, much 
harassed and weakened by savage Ot¬ 
toman raids, entered into alliance with 
Austria. In the course of time it be¬ 
came the popular belief the one was a 
subject nation, but it is incorrect to 
look upon Hungary as a "turbulent 
province" of the Austrian empire. 

-Count Apponyi, in an address delivered 
at the arts and science congress held 
at St. Louis, says: “The truth is the 
very opposite of this; the primal fact 
is an independent kingdom of Hun¬ 
gary, which has allied itself for certain 
purposes and under certain conditions 
to the equally independent empire of 
Austria, by an act of sovereign free

Though the armed resistance was 
put down, the Hungarians were not 
conquered; were able to prevent the 
coronation of Franz Joseph as king of 
Hungary, they would not adopt laws 
dictated by him. This state of affairs 
continued udtil 1867 , when a settle¬ 
ment was brought about by the great 
Hungarian statesman, Francis Deak.

(Bach guest was given a small square 
0 f black paper (procured at a sta¬ 
tioner’s or picture framer’s) and a paii 
of scissors, with instructions to cut 
& silhouette of the bride-elect perform- 
iing some household duty. The sub¬ 
jects were-: ‘'Her -First Baking Day,” 
“Saturday She Scrubbed,” “Monday at 
the Tub,” “Tuesday She Ironed,” 
“Thursday Is Sweeping Day,” “Fri¬ 
day She Dusted." One of the girls 
posed for the amateur artists, sitting 
or standing as she was requested. Of 
course everyone protested that she 
never could cut out anything recogniz¬ 
able, but the results proved the con¬ 
trary. After the figures were cut out, 
they were pasted on white mats, -given 
the titles they were, supposed to repre¬ 
sent, signed by the artis’t, and all given 
to the bride-to-be—a souvenir of a 
most delightful afternoon. When re¬ 
freshments were served, the table was 
decorated with a baking pan which 
was filled with flowers, a scrubbing 
brush bore the guest of honor’s place 
card, a small flatiron held her napkin 
down, while a miniature broom and 
a half dozen cheese cloth dusters were 
on her chair, This was a very prac¬ 
tical bridal “shower” and was much 
appreciated. 


A Sun-Flower Tea. 


This is- the season Of the year when 
eun-flowers, golden-rod .and the glori¬ 
ous golden glow are in their prime. 
Nothing could be more, gorgeous than 
these decorations for an afternoon tea, 
a luncheon or even for a reception. 
Fill jars, wall pockets and all avail¬ 
able receptacles' with these ; brilliant 
flowers; tie great bunches of them to 
the -porch pillars and bank the fire¬ 
places. Place the punch bowl inside 
a large tin bread pan which has been 
covered with green paper; inside the 
circle, between the bowl and pan, place 
sun-flowers, thus making a wreath of 
glory beautiful to behold. Have a 
fruit lemonade or Roman punch in the 
bowl and serve “sun-flowers,” which 
are made by using the ordinary recipe 
for white cookies, cutting the dough 
with a small round cutter, then press¬ 
ing blanched almonds around the edge 
to represent the petals.

The invitations, if sent by a messen¬ 
ger, should have a small sun-flower 
fastened to. the envelope. After the 
guests have arrived, pass cards with 
the inscription, “I’m as happy as a 
big sun-flower,” in one corner with 
the date. If one is skillful with the 
brush, it takes only a short time to 
do a big suii-flower in water-colors in¬ 
stead of writing the word, On this 
card have “Se'wing Intricacies” written, 
with the words “Thread,” “Tape-meas¬ 
ure,” “Scissors,“Thimble,” “Needles,” 
"Braid,” “Twist,” “Sewing-silk,” 
"Linen,” “Cotton,” “Emery," “Whale¬ 
bone,” “Percaline” '“Stilleto,” “But¬ 
tons,’’ “Feather-bone,” “Silesia,” 
“Cambric,” all transposed into such 
words- as “Blimeth," which, with the 
letters properly placed,. ’ becomes 
“Thimble,” “Tonoct” is “.Cotton,” etc. 
This will afford occupation for some 
time.
